DR. JOHN A. HIMES 


Dr. John Andrew Himes, profes­ 
sor emeritus 'in English a t G ettys­ 
burg College and author of several 
well-known 
textbooks on 
English, 
died 
suddenly at his 
home on C ar­ 
lisle 
street a t I o’clock this 
a fte r­ 
noon, of heart trouble, 
He was sick 
one 
hour before 
the end, but was 
about this morning as usual. 
Born in M cAlisterville, this State, 
he celebrated his seventy-fifth birth- 
’day on June 3, last. 
He attended 
G ettysburg College, 
giaduating 
with the class of 1870. 
One 
year later, having 
completed 
a post 
graduate course at Y’ale, he 
came to Gettysburg and began 
tu ­ 
toring English at G ettysburg Acad­ 
emy. 
He latei became head of the 
departm ent of English and Political 
Science at Gettysburg College. 
A fter rounding forty-three years 
of pedagogical sendee a t College, he 
retired in 1914, residing at his home 
on Carlisle street. 
While teaching he wrote a number 
of 
treatises on 
English language 
subjects. The work for which he be­ 
came best known was his annotated 
edition of Milton’s “ Paradise Lost,” * 
which 
has 
taken its 
place as 
a 
standard of 
authority not only 
in 
colleges 
and 
universities 
in this 
country, but in universities in E n g ­ 
land as well. 
When he retired from the teach­ 
ing 
profession in 1914, 
Dr. Himes 
was given the honorary title of pro­

Has Made no Decisive Action on Any 
Public Question Pending Completion 
of Funeral Services. 


(By Associated Presa) 
W ashington, Aug. l l . — On the same 
train th a t bore her husband’s body 
across the continent from San F ra n ­ 
cisco and then to Marion for burial 
yesterday, Mrs. Harding returned to 
W ashington today to pack up her be­ 
longings at the White House and then 
arrange for her final departure from 
the Capital. 
As the train, which will 
have a 
place in history by virtue of the long 
journey it mad**, approached W ash­ 
ington to be broken un finally for oth­ 
er purposes, the widow of the Presi­ 
dent called to her stateroom every 
member of the party whieh had made 
the pilgrim age to A laska and back 
and thanked each one individually for 
remaining with her “ until the end.” 
She appeared still to be hearing up 
courageously after yesterday’s ordeal 
in Marion. 
She was driven 
directly 
to

White House where it was said only 
a few days would be required for her 
finally to close out her affairs thera 
and take leave of the mansion which 
had been her home since 1921. 
At the White House waiting to re ­ 
ceive her when she arrived was Mrs.
